Nc American citizen, so f^r as I em aware, wss killed, but a num- 
ber of them wero assaulted ^nd injured »nd appealed to the Consulate 
General for sid end protection, F^r exonple, Nethenicl Wolff, 
Amcrican cit WAR wo resided in icenester, New York, made en 
effidavit which stated; 
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Wartburg CaAstlo, and on tho day of November 9 I saw 

tho burned synacopuos and tho lootod and smashoaà shops in 
Elsonnach, and lator in Borlin., I 231so know that at this timo 
many of tho woalthy Jews, who had proviously oscapod attack, 
Woro arrostod, among whom worno rolontivos of Amorican citizons. 
Pursuant to requosts from tho Unitoà Ststos, somo of which 
Woro transmittod throurh tho Dopartnont of Stato, I porsonal- 
ly intoervonod with tho Goestapo throurh Dr. Bost, andi socuroó 
tho roturn of noarly twonty victims from tho Saxonhauson 
Concontration Camp, Among thoso victims woro Fritz Varburc 
andi Eucono Garbaty.

The Gosta2o nuthoritios with whom I spoke on my fro- 
quent, and ofton daily visits t^ tho Gost^po hoaiquartors 
did not hositato to stato th^t thoy rogar?od Communists in 
particular as subvorsivo anà as an olemont danzorous to tho 
Stato, an? that it was nooossapry to wioo thom out. Diohls, 
tho first chisof of tho Gostapo, in particular, whom I saw 
noarly ovory day of tho March Wavo of torror in 1953, mado 
no attompt to concoal tho Systomatio charactor of tho round- 
ups of whast ho callodà "subvorsivo Dorsons";  thou;rh ho did 
&Bttompt to justify it to mo as nocossary to tho snfoty of

ous concentration camp, 2nd from thoro t^ Buchonwala3, I 
haà triod ovor 4 lon porioàü of timo to socuro his roloaso 
by apbpoals personally to UZimmlor, Hoy4^rprich an? Bost, and 
had failed, In 1958, howovor, I was tolà by MinistorialrMt 
Krohno, in tho Ministry of Justico, that 1f T could roach 
Grupenfuehror Riche of tho Todtonkopfvorbaonde (Death's Hoad 
Rogimonts) I mi;ht bo succossful,. Sicho was thon tho hoadád 
of 511 Gorman concentration combos, Aftor havin: first boon 
toli officially by tho Gostapo that no such Dorson oxistod, 
I was finally ablo by à ruso to socuro his tolo»hone numbor 
wheroupon, through tho rocommoniation of Krohno, I was ablo 
to mako an a»pointmont with Eicho 4t tho Saxonhauson Con- 
contration Cemp nosor Barlin, Ho tolà mo that with rospoct 
to Communists and any othor porsons who worpo suspoctod of 
holding viows contrary to tho Nazi coneoption of tho Stato, 
such pcrsons wore "Asocinlo", that is, impossiblo of Social 
assimilation anc, thoroforo, thoy must bo physicn^lly olinin-

Consecuently, 
the povors hcorutofore possessed by the dcich Prosidont vcre trans- 
forred to thc Puchrer, Adolf Hitlor. Through this low, the conduct 
of Party and St^tco has been conbined in onc hand, By desire of the 
Fuchrer, 2 plobiscitc was conzuctcd on this lov on 19 August 
1934.

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THZ PATH OF TEE STRUGGLE. 


Gernany experienced in the year 1918 & revolution whose spiritual 
bearers were people to whom mor&ls, honor, &nà love of the Fetherland were 
unknown eonceptions, who ridiculed soldierly virtucs end fighting behavior 
&nd laughed at the performance of tho Gcrman Army, Their exemple sand their 
Propaganda found followers becausc the man of that time hed not lesrned 
to think cloar politicelly, beceuse he wes tossed hero end thcre betwocn 
political, economic, end religious directions end intorcsts, nnd becauso 
he did not heve tho 9ower; to decide for himself, out of n deep anehorago 
9nd belief, in & greot ideolozicn^l iden; 5nd to hold himself firm oghinst 
8 breakdown, Thet which tho Roich of the Kriscr had fniled to do, vhich 
wes the internol sheping of thc humon being into ^ knowing &nd convinccd 
fizhtor for the nrtion, evongeod itself in 1918 bitterly, 


At this time of the conplete brcekdown of Germneny, the Fuehrer with 
his Idee begen the mnrch emonz the people. And beside end with him merched 
men, embodiment of soldierly spirit, who pcrcoived thoir hizhest mission 
in life to be in servico for ^ ncw grecter Cermnny, remrdy to entcr upon 
8nd to secrifico overythinz for the victory of Nrtionel Socislism,  Thoy 
ere the first politicel soldiers of the Fuchrer, the orizinel cell of the S4, 


Are we nble tod^y to write ^ history of the SA? Scercoly, for this 
history is still too much the preosont nud wc st^»nd too close yet to tho ex- 
periences of & grent poriod in ordor to bo eble to mensure enà evelunte 
correctly the immonso porformnnco of tho fightinz period nnd of tho up- 
heaval in its forcible morsures, 


Numbers oro distinctive of the picture of history, 4nd, indeed, if we 
would give nn historicnl presentetion of the fight end the porfornonce of 
the SA, we must not only n^me the detes of grent events, which nre sopnrent 
to all the worlà, but nlso we nust g^ out into everydny effseirs nnd ex- 
perience thero the oeth, spirit ^nd struzzle of the SA ss en historicsl 
performaneco of tho unfolding power of & n^tion,  Detes end numbers, hovever, 
win meaning and bocore volubble only if they cone nlive oss the exorcssion 
of a grent deed, of nn offured shcrifico or of en historicol performance 
for the netion, and tho S4 h«s 2roduced innunernble of such detes and 
figures which distinzuish tho peth of the SA ^s the socrificiel woy of the 
bost of c notion, Along this peth stend the ctornnl nonunents of over 400 
blood witnesses of the Movonent, who £^ve their lives for the resurrection 
of Gernany. 


Tho S4 w»s not founded ^s one forns Just any sort of club, It w:s 
born in midst of strife ond received from the Fuchrer hinself the neno 
"Storm Troops" aftcr th*t nonorable hbll brttlo in the Hofbrauheus ct 
Munich on the 4th of Novenber 1921, Forty-six Wotionel Socielist regulars 
(Ordner) stood ageinst e thousend Moarxists on this menornble day, The 
Fuchrer hed spoken to his ron bofore the meeting:  '"Todry for the first 
tine you will heve to preserve the feith of the Movemnent como whnt ney,. 
Not one of us leaves the hnll unless ilhey benr us out os dend non, He 
who cowardly yields, from hi» I will personally teer off his srn bend end 
tako eway his badge, Think about the fact thrt nttact nt the slightcest 
Pttenpt to neko en explosion is tho bost defonsc," 


In 8 bitter strugzle 46 Gernru nen, who vere determined to carry 
through to tho end even et the secrifice of their lives, beat out of the 
hell and put to flight nr thousená Merxists, It w^s 9 brotisn of fire 
and & test of the willingness to bear ^ burden which this young shocktroop 
of the Movenent h d nestcrfully undergono nnd which secured for thc Pnrty 
peaceful meetines up to 9 Noverber 1925, for no Mnhrxist dared to raiso his 
fist &agsin in Nationel Socieslist mcotings, Outside, however, on the streets 
the dissembling strife continued in strengthened oxtont, 


Blood end s5crifice wero tho nost faithful conponions of the young SÀ 
on its herd o^th to power, The Storn Troops were nnd still nre today tho 
fist and propogande prn of the Movoment, The SA wns not only nessenger, 
but nlso pattern for the Idea, the spiritu:l ond physical ernonent of the 
Party »nd tho essembly besin for thc fenseticol fighters of the Nationnl 
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Socirelist ideology, So the S^ becare the school for practical Netioncl 
Socialism for ell German men; it h»s so remained uo to the oresent d»v end 
it will be so forever in the futur^, 


It is one of the grertest historicrel sorvices of the SA thet ct the 
time when the Germen People's Army h:à to undergo a dissolution, it hcld high 
those virtues vhich msrkeà tho Germen soldier: oersonal couragc, idesalism, 
willingness to sacrifice, consciousness of rcseponsibility, »owor to decido, 
and lesdorship. Thus, tne S. oecane maoag the ocople tho m.ssongor and beoror 
of Germen ermed strongth 5nd Germen ermed spirit, 


The 4th of Noverbor 1921 wes not only the birth hour of the SA by itself, 
out vos the dey from which thc young fighting troo; of the Movement took its 
Stend £t tho foeal point of politicrl ovents, "itn tno clonr recognition thot 
now the unity (Geschlossonhcit) of n» troop loà to victory, tho SA wec eystom- 
Btically reorgenized end so-colled '"Ocenturi:s" (Hundortschafton) were csteb- 
lished, The ycar 1922 sow tho SA vrriously in rction, On tne l€th of Ausust 
the first morching columns demonstrb5ted elong with ontriotic ossocibtions 
ngrinst the protective lew of thc Rcpublic ( Sepublikschutzgosetz), The 
Merxists appe: red but the S4 struck doestructively rnd by fighting geinod for 
itself tho liberty nnd right of the strcets. Tno flow into tho S4 grow $0, 
thrt in September 1922 cight Hundertscheftcn could be rerisod in kunich, 

These quickly grew further, On tho 23rd of Nororbor tho llth Hundertschnft 
wes formed, which vrs compoeocd elmost oxelusively of students, The orcsent 
doputy of the Fuchrcr, Rudolf Hoss, toot over tho loedership of this Contury., 


"We hove to tcooch the Marxists thot tho n7ster of thc streots in the 
future is Hrtion»l Sociclisvs, exoctly ^s 1t vill once be the nmnstor of the 
StPte!; thus, Adolf Hitlcr skotched the outlines of tho th5sk of tho SA, And 
soonor perheps then one supoosed, the opoortunit; c^me to lct doeds spcn5k, 

The narch in Coburg on tho 14th anà 15th of Octobor 19922 becnme 9 bc^con of 

the Gormerywhich was &wnrkeningz, It wrvs to bo r "Germr» Dry" set uo by the 
citizens ond it boenmo r broerkthrouzh brcttlo for WN^tionel Socielis^, It 

beceme the dey of tho S4 on which 800 S4 ron under the londership of /1olf 
Hitlor »nd Nev?l ILicutonont rotired, Klintzsch, broke complot:sly tho Red Torror.

This nighty succcss ^nà its linking denger for thc systor of govornmort 
lod to & stop 5y the Borlin goverunent which ves often repertei in thc fol- 
lowing yesrs: prohibition of the WSDAÀP for Pruscis v*nd othcr strtos, The 
more lively tho rctivity; bccrue in Beveris, For the first tinc, on 28 
Jenuary 1928, the Reich Porty Dey of the .3DaP wes nolàd in Munich, vhere the 
four stendards dosigucd by Adolf Hit:cr himself were nnidcd over to tho &. 
as canpeign syabols,  ànà hire, t2o, tho llthn Hundertsoen: $t poo0enred for 
the first time in uniforn: groy erp, windbronkcr, swnstike boni, n.d knotted 
stick, 


The Ruhr invosion by the French coused thc conversion of tho SA, which 
up to then h:. d boon only & politicn^l fighting troop, into en igne associn- 
tion for the purposo of employing th.se brttli-t-osted non in n desired ective 
resistrnce "gr'inst foreign doninntion, All preossod for n PUP«T Mg and in 
the mnttcr the Storm Troops of th. Fuchrer did aot w^nt to be innctive, 

They joined themselves with othor fighting Beveri:n bende end forned the 
"Labor group of pstriotic fígnting veesoci^tions" under tho leederchip of 
retired First Lieutenent Kricbel, Ian March 1928 the lost conreadrnt of the 
Richthofen Sguedron, Hernenn G8rinz, took comnrnd of the entire S&. Activity 
end rcordinese is the onssword, Out nt Forstonricder Prrk "nd on the 
Frottneninger heath noar Munich the Lrbor Group h.ld grort exercises, nt 
which on iiay lst n: ^raed prr»de of the whole Srvrrinn $4 end other fighting 
essocistions ensues on the Oborvicsen fiolad, This doy wes suoooscd to bring 
tho finel reckoninz with the in^rxists, Only the enploynont of the Rcichswohr 
^»nd police prevented tnis intention, 


The decision is prossing; thes coll^pso of the Ruhr resistrnce ond its 
conseguences thresten the unit; of the Reich ^nd seem to bring -bout chr0s, 
The 8th of November cores nisse Thrt sveninz, full of hope send certninty 
of success; the betreyel of th^t night, b^sc end unbeliev^ble. No one be- 
lieves yet thrt ron in thc frtoful "nd difficult hour heve betrryed the 
strugzle for Gerneny. On the norninz of "ovember 9th, .dolf :itlor ce6ts his 
young iovement, his frithful rnd uprizht Mp spiele. onto the scrles of do- 
cision; the march to the Hell of the Fislà Gonorols (Focliherrnhelle) through 
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Jubilant Munich,  Betrayel causes this ;iarch of Triumph to become e Derth 
March for the best of the netion,

In this period thcore wes only ono thing: discrcti-nless use 
person and genuine spirit of offensive, This becone ncreo oce sti:

grew, However, the groeter the losses becrme, the rore tizg*tly tho 
men closed themselvos into 9 sworn fighting p-rtnorsehip, 
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emoloyment did not remein vithout effect, The best from the ranks of the 
Reis ceme to the '"Vazis', because they were convinced by treir deeds, 

Vhon at the very end of 1926 the volunteer-coros fizhters (Freikoroskinofor) 
of the verious Rossbeach zroups joined themselves to the SA, the SA re- 
c?iveà not only strengthening nlono through that but elso strong buoynancy, 


"ith the end of 1996 thcre begins s nev phese of dovelopment in the 
history of the SA. The Storm Troops until now had stood in looso connection 
with the politic:l organizotion, à Reich breanch or c-ntral eomnm'nd ofíico 
was not yct in cxistonce, Both wore croctod vith the ensuing founding of 
the Suorome S4 Leadership Hoadouartors, 0n Noveunber lst, 1926, "Vith thot 
& central control orizinetod to which the Sa, os voll as the SS rnd tho HJ 
were subordinbete,  adolf Hitler eopoint.d tke Cou lobder &nd S4. Fuehror of 
the Geu of the Ruhr, Frenz von Pfc^for ns tho hi:chest Sa Leedor, Ina tho 
course or the ycors 1926 end 1927 tno S4 wns uniformly reorgnnized cnád 
divided into divisions (Gruppen), Gau arees (Geustürme), brizados (Brigoden), 
regiments (Strnderten), bettrlions (Stürme), and platoo:s (Trupos) nnà ot 
the same timo a shero seprretion from tho politicrl orgrnizetion wes ochicvo3, 
Thet which heà becn eetrblished in prectico become now the cleer internoel 
orientetion (Ausrichtung) for the SA: the Storm Troop men should be educ^tod 
into politic^l soldiers, politically óde»endrble, spiriturlly motiveted, 
physicelly steoled, disciplined end devoted to the Fuoehrer in unconditioned 
fidelity and obedience, Thus the SA becnme tho mightiest instrument 1n the 
hends of the Fuehrer,

the following yenrs,.  Onc of the old veter^ns coined the vohr»ese once: the 
history of the SA rnà of thc U7SDAP goner5lly hos boen & sin,le, Plmost un- 
interrupted succession of prohi^itions, Something wrs nlvwnys prohibited, 
There was ncover & pcrioà in which tho S4 wes gronted ne:rly the semo liberty 
in ell Germony ns wes grnontod to tho Reichbonnor or certein potriotic as- 
socirtions, 


Brown trousers raid boots in thcuselves were iengerous for the Stetc, 
The white shirt hod to substitute for the brown shirt for & long time, Ofton 
the S, mor enne to neeting nnd paredes with noked uoper ports of tho body cni 
vith br5re foct, end m^ny iun thoir undorwenrr, because blong tho way the pisces 
of clothes which were d^»gerous to the Strte wero tnkcn off of them, 
Chicenory efter Ohicraery,. But ell of this hn»d to be borne, M Howevor, 
murder end tórror governod tnis yorr of tho strife, and elwnys it wn^s

the wnvos of prohioition, They oromised thenselvcs results from this boconuse 
they believed thoy denlt with frctionists send dià not rocognize thet thcsc 
Nrtionel Socinlists were benrers ^nd herrlds of en ideology. Thoy thoa- 
selves were conscious tht they were the lest levy (Aufgetot) of tho Gormen 
Folk, Thus the SA grew to be the troop vhich fought most stronglv rgrinst 
the decaying Repurlic, It was spered no:secrifice but nlso no prohibition, 
no trickery, snà no item could stem its m»rcn, 


Almost 300 dead comr:des m:rched with tho renks of tho Sà, foromost 
semong them the son:zeter of the Movement, Horst Vessel, His srcrificinl 
denth beceme e new bencon of the struzgle for Germrny. The lobor end the 
struggle of the SA w^s not in vein, /Thev stood rt the forenost front of

The Supreme SA Fuehrer is A8olf Hitler, who gives his oldest fighting 
formetion its tesks, detormines its direction of work, end commends its 
uses, By order of tho Fuehrer tho Chief of Stnff reoresents the SA in 
its totelity,  À high meesure of recognition end trust of the Fuehrer lies 
in this cherge, for to the Chiof of Steff of the SA is entrusted, for 
ideologicel end physicel educetion end for further develoomcnt, the best and 
most volusble young strength of the Germ:n :eonle,

À herdy ohysiccl treining, strict meosures ebout hesnlth pend rrcicl velues

indispensable expedients for strict ond scrious work,

In his solo function of politiccl soldier of tho Fuehrer, the 
S.'. men has pavcd thc way for the now Gernrany. He has rid hir:self 
of ell the political-philosophy rubbish of the pest and nsde hirnrself 
the supporting pillar of the Staütc. 


THZ g" *TORICAL BAgRKGROCUNG OF THE ORGANIZ TION. OF. THE S 2 

If I ar to give you & brief account of tiüc"orgsnization and thc 
tasks of the S.'. in National Socialist Gernrany, I rust give you 
a short retrospective view in oráer tc explain to you the reason 
for the creation of the S.... of the NSD.P by the Fuehrcr, and its 
past, present, cnd future tasks. 

When, in Noverber 1918 the Gernaan -3pire ví Bisnarck was 
destroyed and pecple who sow in the ^ernan people nsinly the suit- 
able source of mrorc or less personal profits, cene to power, the 
Germs2n people wcre deprived of their best forces, since a greut 
part of ther: had bled to death on the frcnts of tho world war, and 
the remcinder was still lying in the treneches. The honeland---a 
diststrcus effect of the words of Willian "I know no rore parties, 
I know only Gernans"---was exposed altogether to the will of ele- 
Qents who, by reans of clever connivings, had been able to stay 
away fro? the front lines, who were identified as "indispensable 
to thc homeland", send who nade huge profits during the war fror the 
economic ehaos of Gerrany. These conscious ecririnals ageinst the 
people were then joined by those whcse heasds Wes? filled with tne 
idess of Marx and Engels, of international Solidarity of clesses 
and of liberalisr, people of whon it can be aádritted that they had 
an cunce of libersl feclings during the early days following the 
Noverber revolutions, but who l&ter also degenerczted intc politiocox 
swindlers or hed to resign. 


The generation of thc front lines was at first disconceerted by 
the events in the horeland and then were powerless to renedy the 
situsution when it was already too lute to do So, when no unified 
will existed ony longer, when nc rilitetry lesder rocovered hiiself 
in crder to quell the Novenrbor revolutions. The nilitary units were 
destroyed end dissolved nd So, with the &id of the Treaty of 
Versaeilles, the greatest source of danger to the 4Weizar systeu was 
remcved. 


The very foct thst the Tre:ty cf Versailles WaS cne cf the 
nain argurentastive supoorts cf the WwWeirar Republicans reveals sor:e 
of the cheracteristics of those in power at thot tiro. Tc sign 
treaty, which, if conrplied with would hsve significd the very end of 
Gerrany's existenoc, only to insure thenselves of &gucir own positionu 


à 
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in power, is an act which could have been perpétrated only by 
degenerate Gernans, some of whom hevo experienced & corresponding 
evaluation in foreign countries. 


The cheos and wild confusion which then ensued, the rife corrup- 
tion, the class Struggle &nd the Shady transactions 6f tho Spoils 
Systen I need not picture to you in detail. The period of tne 
Weir&r Ropublic is not & &lorious pege in the &ennals of Gerrnon 
history. Internally, ruin always t&kes on proportions undreaned Of, 
which, of course, is not likely to rcise Germany's prestige abroad.

I think I have sufficiently explained the essentials of thc 
politicsl soldier as enbodied in the S.... nan.  Perhups it should 
be edded th&t the necessity for tho creation of 5 politicsl type of 
soldier is justified by the historicully verified fcilure of the 
najcrity of civilien institutions in Gernan politics. 4 people 
which at its grestest and best was ond is, clweys soldiorly, c&nnot 
entrust its welfsre to the loandership of men who lcck any kind of 
soldiery whatsoever. 


If the virtues of initiative, coursge, 5nd highest devotion 
are to be exploited within the framework of politicos, ond moreover 
are to be a besis for politiceol section, then tnose ren who are the 
adrinistcring agents of pclities nust thenselves onploy these virtues 
as € guiding exarple for their own activities. For, in the end it 
is the soldier who nus to onswer without conprorise for the conse- 
quences, or bctter for thc continuation of the Stato's policy by 
force. 


And it is & fact that he hts been deprived of the fruits of his 
labor always when the fincl decision was brought about by politicul 
weaklings, money nongering bankers and business non. Lore so, I 
maintesein thet: it has never been the soldier who hzs set the stage 
for & senseless application of force, but clwaáys tuose nbove nention- 
ed types who lack all the qualities of soldiory. Tor the soldier is 
constantly &ware of the tact tha&t any agitation for the use of vio- 
lence will consequently result in the risking of his life.

The 
Reichskriegsflagge (under tho leadership of Ernst ihm, who betrayed the 
Fuehrer in 1934) occupied the Savarian ;inistry of' jar (its banner was 
carried by today!s neich leader of the 33, Himmler, Chief of the 3ecret 
3tate l'olice, Gestapo). The Hitler "shock troops", a small elite group 
from the S4 under iarty member aerchtold, occupied the building of the 
Social Democratic '" unich Iost" and destroyed its machines, 


A The Zunich population applauded with great enthusiasm. The night- 
màre was over at last, 


In the meontire, &ahr, Lossow and Seisser, who had given Ludendorff 
their word of honor leftthe place of the proclo£&tion. Now on the same 
night, they organized the anihilation of tho National 4evolution| Just as 
on the 9th of November 1918, Larxism had given Germany a stab in the back, 
So the reaction &eve the nation & stab in the back on the 9th of Hovember 
1923. Qn the night of 8 November, Kahr, Lossow and Seisser alerted the 
police, pulled troops into ;inich end declared through radio addresses end 
press releases that thoir &greement in the Jurgerbraukeller was "forced 
upon thom at tho point of a pistol" and thus invalid, (nt the same timo, a 
proclomation camo from the "Gonstitutional »avarian Government! in flight 
toward Regensburg ageinst the 'rrussian Ludendorff'" which Was signod by 
Tinistor of Culture, Dr. Watt ). Frick, tohner and major Huhnloin (the 
present head of the Wational £ocialist xotor Corps) were arrosted in the 
runich Police Headquarters. Adolf ditler was left without communication 
all through the night. mmissaries Who wore sent by him did not return - 
they were imprisoned, 
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Hitler was without the least intelligence until the afternoon 
of the next day. Naturally, in the meantime, the betrayal of &ehr had 
hecome known. Qf the available alternatives - either to carry on the fight 
outside of ii!unich and to withdraw at first to Rosenheim, or the march 
through Lunich into the interior of the city - Adolf jitler chose the 
last in order to win public opinion and to ascertain how Kahr, Lossow and 
Seisser would react, Qne could not imagine that they would be so stupid as 
to fire on these insurgont people. The march began - Adolf Hitler, juden- 
dorff and their subordinates at the front. Fatrols of police retreated 
before the parade. At tho ,arienplatz the parade was greeted by jubilant 
masses of people, At the Feldherrnhàlle it was Stopped by a strong cordon 
of jtate Police. In the leter trials (see part 12), Adolf Hitler described 
the succeeding moments: "There Was & carbine shot and immediately therc- 
after o salvo, Scheubner fell forward and pulled me with him; I folt as if 
i had been hit. I tried to reise mysolf again, the shooting Stopped, therc 
were only dead around mne'!, 


The murderous fire of tho reaction against the National Socialist 
demonstration parade at the Feldherrnhalle drained the blood of the xational 
Revolution, 14. dead lational Socialists end many wounded lie before the 
Feldherrnhalle, among them badly wounded the leader of the SA, Hermenn 
Goering. 4s à result of the counter defense of the attacked National 
$ocialists, the State Police elso suffered 4 dead. Almost the same time dur— 
ing the attack on the jar .inistry two men, members of the Reichskriegsflagge, 
were shot by troops which surrounded the building.

The Hitler trial H1138-0114 


In spring of 1924 Hitler was dragged to court. In tho famous 
"Hitlers triol" (26 Fobruzry to l April 1924) the folloving mon werc in- 
dictod bosidos him beforc tho Peoplo!s Court at Munich I: Gencral Ludon- 
dorff, Dr. Frick, Chicf Counsocllor at Court Pbhnor, Lt, Col. Krickol as 
military leader of tho "Kampfbund", lst Lt. Brücknor (today tho Adjutant 
of the Führer) as leader of the SA regimcnt Hunich, 2nd Lt. Vegner (today 
&over.;or and district leader of Baden), Dr. W/cbor as losdor of tho '"Obor- 
land Bund", Capt. RBhm as lcader of the Reiehskricgsflaggo, lst Lt. Pornet 
(1adendorff 's stepson). In this dramatic triol which made all of Gcrrany 
listen, tho "dofendant" Adolf Hitler became in reality tho accusor, tho 
&ccusor against tho "state" of tho Novuonbor troachory, thc accuscr also 
agzinst thc trezcehcrous, particularistic - mundanc roaction, roproscntod 
by the "witnesses! Kahr, Lossow and Seissur, vhoso pcoculiar wronóz attitude 
came clearly to light the last fow wooks and nonths boforco tho "Hitlor- 
putach', We prcsonted alrcady à section of tho trial proeccdings against 
ídolf Hitlc: concernin; this point in the last chaptor Cheptcor 11). — The 
tromendous arzunonts betweon national socialism on onc sido ond the whnito- 
blue Bavarian reaction and the state of tjoimir on theo othor sido gavo the 
trial its cherzcetoristic rnrk, Adolf Hitloz was doubtloss tho noral 
victor when he made his concluding specch on 27 March 1924, aftur wocks 
of trial procecdings, 

Hi$ stotesents about power and justicc, tho Novonbor foll (Novonbor- 
sturz), Bisnmarck!s constitutional conflicts and othor historical exanples 
made the inner justification of tho whole court procoodings appoar in a 
very óoubtful lézht. This description of ths Gorman devolopment sinco 
1918 and of tho torriblo conditions, in all sph.res of life, into which 
tho Gcrman nation had gotten t;rough the fault of its rulurs, provod that 
this condition was not at all a rcal state, was no authority vorthwhilo 
protecting - thot, on the contrary, it vas notional duty to romove this 
condition. To do this dut; and io sevo Germany fron destruction was the 
only motivo and tho only airm of thc uprisinz of 9 Novouber 1923. But 
2lso for formal logal reasons this "indictmont for higai troason' was moro 
than questionable - since tho roal mon of the So-c2llod - and permsnont - 
"state coup" (Kehr, Lassow and Seisser) wore not - the accused, Adolf 
Hitler proved clearly in his coneluding words that it wss not ho who put 
these man in à difficvlt position ("Zwangslage"), (as was argued), but 
thoy had done that to tho nztional socialistic movenent (as con be seen 
clearly from the incidents doscribed in tho preceding chapter). At the 
end Adolf Hitler omphasizod that tho &ational socialists follon on 
9 November 1923 had died for tho dolivorance of the fathorland and that 
the hour would come vhon thc Great decision will yot bo mide, Ho fin- 
ished with the proud sontonce: 


"May you pronouncc us guilty a thousand timss, the Gocdoss of the 
ctornal covrt of history will smilin5ly tcar up tho accusation of tho 
prosecutor and the senteneo of tho court; beezuse she pronounecs us froe,! 


On Àpril 1, 192/ the sentonce wma announcod: 


Adolf Hitlor, Krickol, Péhner, end Weber wero cach sontcencod for 
high troason to 5 yoars of confinement in a fortress (wheroby thoy vore 
promised probation after serving 6 sonths). Frick, Brückner, i^gnor, 
Réhm and Pernet wore sentenced for "aiding to high treason'" to l year 
and 3 months confinonent in a fortress vith innodinto probation.  Luden- 
dorff was pronounced not guilty. 


On tho vory samo day Adolf Hitlur was transforrod to tho fortross 
Landsborg. In speeial procossos still othor national Socialistic leaders 
were sentonced to long prison terma also for high treason, as Max Amann, ." 
Julius Strcicher and the present deputy of tho Führer, Rudolf Hess. Also 
forty members of the shock troops ("Stosstrupp Hitlcor") wore sentenced 
on 28 April 1924, among them tho prosont chicf mayor of Munich Karl 
Fiehler and Julius Schaub, for years tho constant companion of thc Führer.

tion,  5ince the war, eight years have gone by, and 
sinocc that tine not & sinzle ago class auong our Gernan 
youth has bcon systeunstically traincd. But it cannot 

be the function of & conbat loaguo to incluáe the old 
classes that havec already bcon trained, sincc other- 
Wise it con &t once be rcokoncd nathenatically when tho 
last nonbers will leave this corporation. Even the 
youngest soldier of 1918 will in twenty ycars8 boe in- 
capable of fighting, and wc arc ap»rozcehing this monent 
with 2 disquicting specd. Thus cvcry so-e3lled conxbat 
loaguc must neecssarily osgsune anorc and norc tho charaoc- 
tcr of an old soldicrs' association. This, howcver, can- 
not bc thc purpose of sn organization that designatos 
itsclf not as an old soldicrs' leaguc but &s 2 conbot 
league  (Wchrvcrcin), and which by its vory naue cndea- 
vours to oxprcss thc faot that it sccs its nission, not 
only in thc proscorvation of thc tradition and connon bond 
of foracr soldicrs, but in thc dcvelopaucent of tho nili- 
tary (wahr) idco, and in the praotical advocacy of this 
idea, that is in the creation of a nilitary body. 


This task, howcvor, absolutely denands the training 
of elenents whioh had previously recoivcd no nilitary 
drill, and this in practico ig actually inxpossiblc. /ith 
onc or two hours training à weck, you re3lly cannot nake 
a solíier. With thc prcsont-day enornously increzssocd 
denunds that warfarc nakes on thc individual, a two year 
period servicc is perhaps just adequate to transforn an 
untroincd young man into an export soldier. A11 of us 
have secn in the ficlà tho torriblc consequences that 
resulted for young soldicrs not thoroughly trained in 
their tradc.  Voluntcor forastions, which for fiftecn 
or twenty wecks had bocn drillod with iron deterninsa- 
tion and boundlces devotion, neverthcless represcnted 
nothing but cannon fodder at thc front. Only distri- 
butod an3ong the ranks of experienced old soldiers could 
younger rccoruits, trained for fron four to six nonths, 
furnish useful nenbcrs of 3 rcginacntj ecvon then they were 
dirceted by tho "old ncn" and thus gradually grew into 
their functions. 


How f£houghtloss in contrast scco3as 2n attezxpt to try 
to ercatc troops with a sgocallcd training period of onc 
or two hours &à weck, without cloesr power of conoand and 
Without oxtensivo neans. It "night bc possible to freoshen 
up old soldiers in this Way, but ncovcr to turn young ncn 
into soldiers. 


How indiffcrent and totally worthless such a procedurc 
Would be in its rosults oan be dcnuonstratcà cspecislly 
by the fact that, while a e&o-eallcd voluntccer loague with 
puffing and blowing, with troublc and gricf, trains or 
tries to train a fcow thousand essentially wcll-intcn- 
tioned nen (it does not got to any others) in thc nili- 
tary idca, thc statc itsclf, by the pacifistic-denocra- 
tic naturo of its cducation, consistcntly robs nillions 
and millions of young people of their naturzl instincts, 
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poisons thcir logical patriotic thinking, and thus 
gradually transfornus then into a herà of shoep,paticnt- 
ly aceccpting every arbitrary tyranny. 


How absurd in conparison with this, are all the 
exertions of the conbat leagues to transnit thcir ideas 
to the Gernan youth. 


Assuningz that despite the above-nontioncd difficul- 
ties 3i league ncvorthcoless succecdcd in training a 
definite nuuber of Gerazans year after yes2r into arns- 
bearing nen - equally with respect to thcir convictions 
as with respect to thcir physical fitncss and schooling 
in the use of arns - tho result would nevertheless be 
practically nil in a3 state which, by its wholc tendency, 
absolutely 8àocs not desirc guch nilitary eduestion, in 
fact positively hates it, since it stanàs in coaplete 
contradiction to the ain of its leaders - the áestroyers 
of this stato. 


In any ease such a result would bc worthless under 
&overnnents which havc not only denonstrated by deed 
that thcy ecarc nothing about the nilitary strength of 
thc nation, but which above all would never bc willing 
to issue an appeal to this strencth, except st bost for 
the support of thcir own ruinous existence. 


4nd today this is tho casc. Or is it not absurd 
for a govornnent to try to train sone tens of thousands 
of ncn in the din light of dawn anà evening, when thc 
state a fcw ycars previous disgracefully s3ecrificed eicht 
and & half »illions of the bcst-traincd soldiers, not 
only ecasing to use thon, but ag thanks for thcir sa2ori- 
fices actually exposing then to gonor3l vilification? 
And so thcy want io train soldiers for 2a stato rogince 
which bcfouled and sp2t upon the nost glorious soldiers 
of forner days, tore their decorations fron their chest, 
took away their cockadcs, tranplcd their banners anà 
degradcd their achieveucnts? Or has this present state 
reginco evcr undortakcn a sincle step to rcstorc the 
honor of the old arny, to call to account thosc who have 
corruptcd and rcviled it? Not in the slightcoest. On tho 
contrary: we can sec thesoc creatures enthroncd in tho 
hizhcst statc posts.-- Rea2enber thc words Spokcn 3t Loip- 
Zic: "Right zoes with powor." But sincc today in our 
Republieo tho powor lics in thc hands of tho sane nen who 
enginccred thc rcvolution, and this revolution represents 
the vilest high tresson, nay, the nost wretchcà pieeo of 
villaàiny in all Gernan history, really no reason can be 
found for enhancing tho power of thoeso very characters 
by the fornation of a now young arny. In any event, all 
the argunents of rcason Speak zgainst it.

Por this reason alone, the 9*4 of the NDSDAP could 
have nothing in connon with a nilitary organization. It 
Was an instruuent for defense and education in the Natio- 
nal Socialist novoenent, and its tasks lay in an entirely 
different provinec fron that of the So-called conbat 
leagues. 


But it could also constitute no Secret organization. 
The ain of secrot organizations can only be illegal. In 
this way the scope of such an organization is autonatical- 
ly linited. It is not possible, especially in view of 
the talkativeness of the Gornan pcople, to build up an 
organization of any size and at the S331c tine to keep 
it outwardly secret or evon to vcil it ains. Any such 
intontion will be thwartcd a thousand tines. Not only 
that our police authorities today have a staff of pinps 
3nd sinilar rabble at thcir dispos2l who will betray 
anything they can find for the Judas paynent of thirty 
pieces of silver, and oven invcnt thinszs to betray, but 
the supporters thensélves can never be brought to the 
silcnee that is necessary in such 2 oeasc.
